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WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—-(/)— 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, Smithsonian In- 
stitution anthropologist, offered 
proof today that everyone gets big- 
headed as age progresses. 

Scientific measurements of the 
heads, hands, feet, face and stature 
of thousands of individuals of many 
races, it was explained, have yield- 
ed conclusive evidence that all parts 
of the body—particularly the head 
—keep growing until late in life. 

Growth of the head, particularly 

its circumference, is a phenome- 
non which must be due to an in- 
crease in the size of the brain since 
there is no other known factor to 
eaccount for it, Dr. Hrdlicka de 
clared. 

This is not due, however, to brain 
work or unusual mental activity, 
he added, since the growth of the 
brain and head holds just as true

the reports of an intensive under- | 


cover campaign by France and 
Britain to prevent war in Europe by 
obtaining a huge American loan to 
Germany. 

Observers linked the selection of 
Bonnet to succeed Andre De Labou- 
laye at the Washington embassy 
with the recent visits of Walter 
Runciman, president of the British 


Board of Trade, and Sir Otto Nie-| 


meyer, director of the Bank of Eng- 
land. Runciman conversed at length 
with President Roosevelt. The na- 
ture of their discussion was kept 
secret, but officials surmise that he 
stressed the urgency, in the inter- 
ests of peace, of an immediate cash 
loan to Germany. Treasury Depart- 
ment officials disclaimed anv knowl- 
edge of a movement to seek finan- 
cial aid for Germany from the United 
States, and congressional leaders, 
pointing to the provisions of the 
Johnson act which prohibits loans 
to nations in default on war debts, 
declare that European officials are 
wasting their time in advancing any 
such proposals. 

Germany's internal plight is 
known to be desperate, but she 
brought this about during the past 
three years by diverting every en- 
ergy of the nation in rearmament, 
spending $381,800,000 in 1934, a 
larger sum in 1935 and $2,600, 
000,000 in 1936. The Hitler regime 
must do something soon or col- 
lapse, having exhausted practically 
every means of inspiring patriotism 
with the exception of a definite de- 
mand for return of a portion of her 
colonies lost in the World War set- 
tlement. She has intimated many 
times that this demand coming, 
and France is reported!yv agreeable 
to returning at least a part of the 
last colonies. 

Great Britain has announced her 
readiness to co-operate for increas- 
ed economic opportunity, but on 
the matter of returning colonies, 
Viscount Halifax, lord privv. seal, 
told Nazi Ambassador 
.»achim von Ribbentrop that the 
evionies could not be returned, nor 
could his maiestyv’s government rec- 
ognize Der Fuehrer’s dramatic ver- 
bal withdrawal of Germany's signa- 
ture to the Versailles treaty. 

Uncle Sam has learned his lesson 
at heavy cost. He may never get 
back a dollar of the defaulted war 
loans, and eventually mav be com- 
pelled to write them off as a total 
loss. Those debts, however, will Pe 
held as a charce against the several 
European governments, and a re- 
minder not to throw away good 
money after bad.

INTERESTING HISTORY. 


Mrs. George Westmoreland has writ- 
ten the history of the Woman's Mis- 
sionary Union of the Atlanta Baptist 
Association—a record covering the pe- 
riod from 1908 through 1936—under 
the title. “Through the Years With 
W. M. U.” Mrs. Westmoreland has 
lived in Atlanta since 1891, as Mrs. 
L. O. Freeman tells us in the inter- 
esting foreword, and is, therefore, 
personally acquainted with the mani- 
fold details of the origin and devel- 
opment of the union. The volume }s 
highly valuable, both because of the 
accurate and full information regard- 
ing the union, and also because of the 
many references to contemporary Bap-

Those who love to think of the 
south becoming now at last a self-pos- 
sessed and self-possessing region after 
being for so long an economic colony 
will find a test of this new estate in 
the promised newsprint industry. The 
south will fail the test if it does not 
produce the capital and the vision to 
develop this industry itself, control 
its policies, keep its profits. It will 
fail, too, if it does not safeguard its 
forests against a destruction that 
could, but need not, come of the paper 
industry. A truly self-possessing south 
will insist upon having this great new 
economic process in its own hands. A 
truly self-possessed south will in- 
sist upon having the process policed 
against any harm it could possibly 
do to priceless forest reserves. 


As to the possibility of harm there 
seems to be disagreement, but we, for | 
one, prefer to take the word of disin- | 
terested scientists. Here is what one | 
of them, Joseph C. Kircher, southern 
regional forester for the forest service 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture—writes us from Atlanta: 
“You do not overestimate the dan- 
ger to our remaining timber supplies. 
The coming of the pulp mills undoubt- 
edly can result in great eeonomic and 
social benefits to the soufh. On the 
other hand, they can prove to be a 
positive detriment in the long run, un- 
less proper measures are adopted to 
conserve and develop our remaining 
timber supplies. It is true, as you 
quote Dr. Herty as saying, that thes 
pulp mills ean be supplied largely 
from pine trees going to waste. They 
will not be supplies in this manner, 
however, unless the industry itself and 
the timberland owners, large and 
small, adopt different practices than 
have prevailed in the past.

as far as possible from city life. Alas, 
there are no such villages left to 
raise children in—the automobile has 
wiped out that salubrious isolation.

Historical Property To Be Improved 
By Peachtree Garden Club Group 


The Peachtree roadside beautifica- 
tion committee of the Peachtree Gar- 
den Club is actively engaged in in- 
tense improvement of historical prop- 
erty at corner of Peachtree road and 
Memorial drive. 

This land was a part of the planta- 
tion, owned by Captain Evan P. How- 
ell, during the War Between the 
States. Here the fourth corps en- 
trenched on the nights of July 18 and 
1), 1864. Remains of the breast- 
works may be found on the site, which 
has been owned for the past 30 years 
by Judge Marvin Underwood's family. 

The initial struggle: between the 
north and south to gain possession of 
Atlanta, was fought on and around 
this property. Nearly 73 years ago, 
July 20, 1864, General John B. Hood 
issued the order which brought on the 
Battle of Peachtree Creek. General 
Hood. succeeded General Joseph E. 
Johnson, the former being removed 
from command on July 17 without 
an explanation. General Hood con- 
ducted the defense of the city through 
the Battle of Atlanta at Ezra church 
which immediately followed, and was 
in command until the city was sur- 
rendered. The opinion has been ex- 
pressed that had General Johnson 
been allowed to remain in command, 
the outcome of the battles in this vi- 
cinity would have been a different 
story. 


Miss Edith Harrison, landscape 
architect for the project, drew plans 
for planting, which wid] emphasize the 
woodland atmosphere of the 150 feet 
of terrace on Peachtree road. Mrs. 
James Floyd is chairman of planting 
and maintenance. ‘The south side of 
the property, abutting Memorial drive, 


is, being planted the length of 200 
feet in evergreen, flowering and berry- 


bearing shrubs. ‘The terrace will be 
carpeted with a ground-covering of 
vines supplied by members of the 
Peachtree Garden Club. : 

Mrs. Marvin Underwood supplied 
dogwood trees from her country place. 
Other trees and shrubs were donated 
by George Ripley Jr. and a local 
nursery, in co-operation with the 
Peachtree Roadside Beautification 
Plan. The evergreen hedge which 
surrounds the entire planting of Me- 
morial terrace was given the commit- 
tee by Mrs. Pierce, of Peachtree Hills. 
Mrs. Evelyn Harris, chairman of 
maintenance and planting from the 
Seaboard bridge to Lindbergh drive, 
has planted more than 1,000 feet of 
bamboo and hedging on the east side 
of Peachtree road. 

Managers of the 13 stores south of 
Peachtree creek, have employed a spe- 
cial garbage contractor to maintain 
an orderly appearance of the back of 
their places of business as well as 
the pavement along the road. This 
movement was put into effect in sup- 
port of the sanitary measures under- 
taken by the committee.

Sidney W ood 
Seeks Cup 
Place

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—(4)—Hav- 
ing recouped his health and his per- 
sonal fortune in mining California 
gold and sulphur, blond Sidney B. 
Wood Jr., is ready for the tennis wars 
again. 

Wood’s come-back plans, made 
known today before his departure for 
the west, are of first-rate importance 
because they have a distinct bearing 
upon America’s Davis cup plans for 
1937, in a year that finds this coun- 
try bracketed with Australia and 
Germany in a scramble to lift the 
historic tennis trophy from old Eng- 
land. 

Big Bill Tilden remarked recently 
that outside of California’s Don 
Budge, Wood was the best singles 


prospect the United States had for 
international competition. Whether 
the tennis fathers share this view, the 
fact remains they welcome the re- 
entry of the slim, stylish shotmaker 
into the spring competition to deter- 
mine the makeup of Uncle Sam’s 
team. 

Wood is willing to take his chances. 
Whether he makes the cup team or 
not, he plans a full season of competi- 
tion. He will practice with Budge in 
California, compete in all major early 
tournaments, and already has mailed 
his entry to Wimbledon for the all- 
England championships. 


WANTS TO PLAY. 


“Naturally, I would like to play 
on the Davis cup team if they want 
me,” said Sidney. “I’m in better 
health now than I have ever been, 
fully recovered from stomach trouble 
that set me back for a couple of 
years, and heavier than I have ever 
been, at around 143 pounds. 

“Working at our mines in Califor- 
nia has helped build me up again 
physically. During the winter, our 
party, working at the sulphur mine 
in Last Chance Valley, was snow- 
bound for 45 days. Airplanes dropped 
food to tide us over until we could 
clear the drifts.” 

Although a “veteran” from the 
standpoint of international tennis ex- 
perience, Wood is only 25. He has 
long been regarded as one of the fin- 
est shotmakers developed in recent 
years, but hie frail build was a handi- 
cap. He was put on the shelf nearly 
two years ago by appendicitis. Last 
year he played in few tournaments. 
was eliminated in an early round of 
the national singles by Henry Culley, 
and dropped from the United States 
ranking list for the first time since 
he made the “top ten” in 1930. 

SECOND TO SHIELDS. 

Rated second to Frank Shields in 
1934, Wood played in the Davis cup 
challenge round that year. He lost 
hard-fonght singles matches to Eng- 
land’s twin stars, Fred Perry and 
Bunny Austin. 

Tennis observers believe Wood, if 
he recovers his 1934 form, has a good 
chance to win a singles berth in Da- 
vis cup play, sharing the job with 
Budge, the nation’s No. 1 _ player. 
Wood's chief rivals are Frankie Park- 
er and Bryan (Bitsy) Grant, second 
and third ranking performers. All 
have heen listed as potential cup se- 
along with Gene Mako, 
Budge’s doubles partner.
